STATES ATTORNEY 
RAIDS GAMBLERS, 


Sends Detectives to Score of 
Places and 129 Arrests 
Are Made for a 
Starter. 


SAYS MORE WILL FOLLOW, 


City Police Not Notified, but the 
Mayor Expresses Hearty Ap- 
proval of County Offl. 
cial’s Plan. 


Gamblers and poolroom operators of Chi- 
cago received the surprise of their Hves last 
night when 129 of them were captured in 
three exciting raids by detectives under 
direction of State’s Attorney Wayman and 
locked up in the Harrison street police sta- 
tion. 0 

Without the knowledge of the police the 
state’s attorney ordered his assistants to 
swoop down on more than twenty-five places 
where gambling was reported to be in prog- 
reas, Although many of the keepers received 
information in time to close, three of the 
largest places in Chicago were raided and the 
inmates placed under arrest. 

Mayor Busse when notified of the action of 
the state's attorney expressed himself as 
80-5 heartily in favor of the gambling cru- 

* 

I had no idea the state’s attorney contem- 
plated raiding alleged gambling joints,” said 
the mayor. But I want to say that he has 
my support.and that I will do everything in 
my power to aid him. If there is gambling 
in Chicago it ought to be stopped at once.” 


' Mayor Busse to Investigate. 

Mayor Busse said he would make a thor- 
ough investigation today, and it is said to be 
probable that there will be shakeup in the 
police department. 

The energetic and sudden action of State’s 
Attorney Wayman is said to have been 
caused by reports that reachd him to the 
effect that the gamblers had been boasting 
that they had him “ fixed,”’ and that the 
“lid” would be off so long as he was in the 
state prosecutor’s office. 

The three places raided successfully were 
at 163 Chicago avenue, Sixty-third and Hal- 
sted streets, and 3080 State street. Forty- 
four men were arrested at the Chicago ave- 
nue place, ten at the Sixty-third and Hal- 
sted street place, and seventy-five at the 
one in South State street. 

The latter place was surrounded by Ser- 
geant Chatt and three of Mr. Wayman’s de- 
tectives shortly after midnight. Most of the 
men were negroes and they were.plaging 
poker and gambling at faro. When the 
policemen entered the room the crowd, with 
shouts of terror, made for the windows and 
doors. 

Help! Help!” they cried. 


Negroes Jump from Windows. 

The detectives, with drawn revolvers, com- 
manded all in the room to throw up their 
hands and surrender. Everybody jumped 
for the nearest exit. 

Several of the men sprang bodily through 
the windows, carrying glass, sash, and all 
with them. The detectives, however, were in 
command of the situation, and after a few 
minutes of sharp work they loaded the entire 
coterie of gamblers into patrol wagons and 
took them to the police station. 

At the Halsted street places, said to be 
owned by M. J. Carberry, the ten men who 
were playing were easily placed under arrest 
and all submitted to be placed in the patrol 
wagon and taken to the police station. 


“Cigar Store“ Is Dismantled. 

The detectives first raided the “cigar store” 
at 268 Chicago avenue, said to be one of the 
numerous Mont Tennes places. They cap- 
tured fifty-four men and carted the whole 
aggregation—slot; machines, roulette tables, 
poker chips, and several hundred dollars in 
money—to Harrison street. 

Like an avalanche Mr. Wayman’s assist- 
ants descended on the unsuspecting game- 
sters. They surrounded the building, which 
to all appearances was a harmless cigar 
store, and when the players attempted to flee 
from the place they ran into three patrol 
wagons which were in waiting for them. 
Although the detectives, in charge of Ser- 
geant Chatt, drew their revolvers, there wag 
no necessity for rough work. The gamblers 
went to the wagons peacefully. Not even 
a suggestion of resistance was offered. 

With his men stationed at every exit, Ser- 
geant Chatt entered the place on Chicago 
avenue. He got as far as the door to the 
gambling room proper when all activities 
suddenly ceased. 

„% Every man in this place is under arrest,“ 
announced the sergeant in a loud voice. 

„What for?“ innocently inquired Dan 
Finn, said to be the proprietor. 

“You'll find out what for soon enough,” 
answered the sergeant. 


Shuns Chicago Avenue Station. 

The gamesters waited for nothing else. 
They jumped as one man for the doors and 
exits. They fell over one another, scram- 
bling and fighting to reach places of safety. 
But as fast as they arrived at the doors they 
were put in the patrol wagons. 

When the last gambler had been placed 
under arrest the three wagons were filled 
to overflowing. Hurriedly the prisoners were 
driven to the Harrison street station. Al- 
though the Hast Chicago avenue police sta- 
tion was within half a block, no effort was 
made to lodge the prisoners there. It was 
said that the state’s attorney had a reason 
for avoiding this station. 

The gambling “ parlors "’ on Chicago ave- 
nue are said to have been the largest raided 
in Chicago in a long time. The detectives 
found a stud poker game with eight players, 
a roulette game, three dice games, apparatus 
for receiving racing returns, and a Klondike 
game. More than $500 was taken from the 
tables by Mr. Wayman’s men. 


Intends to “Keep the Lid On.” 

This is only the beginning, and the end will 
come only when every gambling house in 
the city has been closed down to stay closed, 
declared Mr. Wayman last night. 

“I was informed by a friend that gambling 
was in progress in the place raided at 263 
Chicago avenue, and I ordered my men to ar- 
rest every one in the place. 

IJ understand the house was conducted by 
Mont Tennes, That makes no difference to 
me, for I intend to wipe out gambling and 
the big gambler as well as the little one must 
close up or move out of town. The lid is on 
tight. and I intend to see that itremains 80.“ 

I had no idea that gambling was going on 
in my district until the detectives from 
State’s Attorney Wayman’s office came up 
to the Chicago avenue station and asked me 
for assistance in raiding some pool’ rooms, 
said Inspector Anson Backus. :

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THE FINAL DEBATE. IN THE HOUSE. 
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T. MARION CRAWFORD IS DEAD 


Famous Novelist Closes Life at 
His sabi Near Sorrento.

ENTIRE CITY IN MOURNING. 


Message of Death Sent to Roosevelt, 
Friend of Writer. 


SORRENTO, April ¥.—F. Marion Craw- 
ford, the novelist, died here at haif past 
T o'clock tonight. 

Mr. Crawford had been ul for some time, 
one of the symptoms of his affection being 
fevers which tended greatly to weaken him. 
Prof. Enrico di Henzi, director of the Amer- 
jean clinic of the University of Naples, was 
called into consultation at the Villa Craw- 
ford some ten days ago and found serious 
bronchial and pleuritic complications. The 
iliness had its origin in an attack of m- 
fluenza. 

Harold, the novelist’s eldest gon, was the 
only member of the family not present at the 
deathbed. He is in the far east. Bertram, 
who is a student at Oxford, England, was 
summoned home and joined his mother and 
his sisters, Eleanor and Claire, and Mra. 
Berdan, Mr. Crawford's mother-in-law, at 
the Villa Crawford. 

Everywhere tonight in the village of St. 
Agnello, where the Villa Crawford stands 
next the old Capuchin monastery and amid 
orange groves 200 feet above the sea, there 
is profound mourning. The fishermen and 
peasants, among whom the author was most 
popular, on hearing the news that he was 
dead, wended their way to the villa to 
express in silence their sorrow. All the 
shops in the village were immediately closed, 
the door of each bearing a card on which 
was written: Ciosed for public mourning.“ 


News Sent to Roosevelt. 

The news of Mr. Crawford’s death has been 
cabled to Former President Roosevelt at 
Port Said. Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Crawford 
were intimate friends, and when the former 
was in Naples on Monday he inquired as to 
the condition of the author. 

Death came peacefully. Until thie after. 
noon the patient retained consciousness, but 
apparently he knew that the end was near 
and with calmness he encouraged his family 
to bear up and to cease weeping. The nov- 
elist’s last words were: 

„1 enter serenely into eternity.” 

According to the attending physician, Mr. 
Crawford collapsed last night owing to some 
weakness. He then was without fever. 
Sadly'he expressed the presentiment that 
he was soon to die, but almost immediately 
afterwards, when referring to the approach- 
ing Good Friday, he said: 

“TI die with Christ.“ 

Mr. Crawford's daughter at his request 
then read to him Piato’s dialogues, the nov- 
elist declaring that they taught him seren- 
ity in death. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 

Francis Marion Crawford always insisted 
that the fact that through no fault of his own 
he was born in Italy made him not one whit 
the less an American. Few, indeed, could 
claim American citizenship with better right. 
‘His father, born in New York, was the 
sculptor whose statue of liberty crowned the 
capitol at Washington and whose equestrian 
statue of W on is one of the most 
noted monuments of Richmond. His mother 
was the sister orf Sam Ward of New York, 
author, linguist, traveler, son-in-law of 
William B. Astor, and of Julia Ward Howe. 
Samuel Ward, the author's great-grand- 
father, was chairman of the committee 
which chose Col. Washington for command 
of the Americanarmy. His Christian names, 
Francis Marion, came from another ancestor, 
Gen. Francis Marion of revolutionary fame. 

Thus, though born at the Baths of Lucca, 
near Rome on Aug. 2, 1854, and though he had 
residea since that time successively in Eng- 
land, Germany, India, Turkey, and Italy, he 
considered himself every inch an American. 

When 12 yeare old Crawford came from 


Rome to enter St. Paul's school at Concord, 
N. H. His education was continued under 
tutors at Rome and at Hatfield, Regis. Eng- 
land. At Trinity college he devoted himself 
to boxing and languages, acquiring a knowl- 
edge of German, Swedish, Spanish, and be- 
ginning the study of the oriental languages. 

At the age of 25 he entered the field of Jour- 


nallsm as editor ef the Indian Herald of 


Allahabad. After a year thus employed he 
returned to Italy, where he visited his 


mother and went on a long tramp trip through | 


the Abruzzi as a native laborer. From there 
he came to America for a visit to his aunt, 
Julia Ward Howe, in the*course of which he 
took a diploma at Harvard in Sanskrit. 


His first novel, Mr. Isaacs,” was the re- 


sult of his relating to his uncle, Sam 
Ward, of the story of a certain Mr. Jacobs, 
a diamond merchant of Simla. Ward insist- 
ed that he write the story, wLich he did, 
completing it in a month. This was in 
1882. Other novels have followed rapidly, 
until over thirty-five are credited to him. 


Married in Constantinople. 

It was in Constantinople that he met and 
married Miss Elizabeth Christopherus Ber- 
dan, the daughter of an American general. 
Four children are living. Eleanor, the oldest 
daughter, is engaged to Cavalier Pietro Roc- 
ca. Harold is at Harvard. Bertram is at 
Oxford, and Claire, a twin of Bertram, is pre- 
paring for a musical career of great promise. 

Mr. Crawford was a powerful man physi- 
cally and a trained athlete. Fencing, boxing, 
sailing, and walking were his favorite exer- 
cises. He was accustomed to sail his yacht, 
the Alda, the ex-pilot boat, from his home 
at Sorrento to his workhouse, two days’ sail 
distant off the Calabrian coast. 

Mr. Crawford's linguistic accomplishments 
were remarkable He spoke and wrote Eng- 
lish, Latin, German, Portuguese, Itallan, 
Turkish, Russian, Sanskrit, Spanish, Swed- 
ish, and Hindustani. 


ST. LOUIS HANDS LARGEST, 
SAYS WOMEN’S GLOVE MAKER. 


Chicago Needs Bigger Sizes than 
New York, but Missouri Takes the 
Limit. 


New York, April 9.—[Special.]—A silk glove 
manufacturer of Jersey City said in open 
court that larger sizes of women’s gloves are 
sent to the western trade than is used by 
the trade in the east, and that the largest 


loves of all go to St. Louis. 


The differénce in the average size between 
Chicago and New York isn’t much, although 
the Cook county women seem to havea little 
larger hands; but there is at least a full size 
added to the average when the consignment 
is for St. Louis consumption, and for that 
trade the manufacturers even have to makea 
special size, 9%. 7 

The manufacturer who inadvertently con- 
fessed to this trade secret is Thomas H. Hall 
of the Hall Lace company, 215 Suydam av- 
enue, Jersey City. The Hall Lace company ig 
a knitting mill concern, and silk gloves form 
a considerable item in its business. 


SWINBURNE, THE POET, IS ILL. 


English Writer Reported as Being in 
Dangerous Condition—Companion 
| Also Is Suffering.

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CARUSO NOT TO SING HERE 


Tenor Will Return to Italy and 
Rest. Until Fall. 


ACTS ON DOCTOR'S ORDERS. 


Prediction of Fortune Teller Said to 
Have Scared Opera Star. 


New York, April 9.—[Special.J—It was 
learned tonight on good authority that En- 
rico Caruso, the tenor, will not sing again 
this season either in this country or abroad, 
but will sdil at once for Italy and rest 
through the summer. 

Caruso has been under contract to sing in 
Chicago and Pittsburg, but word was tele- 
graphed to those cities tonight that it was 
impossible for the tenor to appear and ar- 
rangements were made for the substitution 
of Zenatello of Oscar Hammerstein's com- 
pany. - 

Caruso had not sung for a month until 
Wednesday, when he sang at the evening 
preformance. He sang also at Saturday's 
matinée. 

Warned by His Physician. 

It was apparent at that time that the tenor 
was in poor voice, but it is said he went on 
to quiet the feara of those in Chicago that 
he was unable to ing. 

Dr. Holbrook Curtis, who has looked after 
him in this country, decided that Caruso 
must Stop for a long rest or he would ruin 
his voice and has so ordered. 

Several other reasons are given for Caru- 
so’s sudden determination to leave for home, 
all of them emanating from personal friends 
of the tenor and men in a position to know. 
Barly in the season Caruso saug six times 
in a week at the Metropolitan. He strained 
a vocal chord at that time, but it was not 
thought to be serious. | 

Scared by a Fortune Teller? 

According to his friends, at just that time 
the tenor went to a fortune teller. This for- 
tune teller predicted two thinge—that his 
wife would leave him and that he would lose 
his voice.

lishment of international arbitration and the 
future disarmament of the world. This was 
the keynote of an address on The Progress 
of Peace’’ delivered at the Hamilton club 
Appomattox day banquet in the Auditorium 
Annex last night by Jacob M. Dickinson, 


of the former Chicagoan since his appoint- 
ment to membership in the Taft cabinet. - 
War is a conflagration and every respect- 
able statesman has today been appointed a 
fireman,’’ said Mr. Dickinson. He who 
would now advocate war must stand before 
the judgment bar of the world. Peace con- 
ferences are the all powerful agencies wh 
aid the world in approaching conditions in 
which the Prince of Peace will come bring- 
ing peace on earth and good will to men.“ 


Grant Sits by Dickinson. 

Always of signa! importance in the annus! 
calendar of events, the v0 Appomattox day 
banquet of the Hamiiton club, the nineteenth 
consecutive observance of the first day of 
peace, eclipsed all other similar affairs. 
Seven hundred members ot the club and 
guests from every metrapolitan center in the 
country were at the banquet tabies in the 
gold banquet room. Besides Secretary Dick- 
inson, President Marquis Eaton of the Ham- 
ilten club, Gen. Frederick Dent Grant and 
his staff, jurists and educators were at the 
speakers’ table. Wives of the banqueters 
filled the gallery. ‘ihe idea of unity de- 
tween north and south was carried out in 
every detail of the Danquet arrangements.

Interna- 
tional arbitration, which entered upon a new 
era about 1815, has so progressed in our 
time that no one can doubt that it is the 
most powerful force now working n the 
nations Yor the temporal happiness of man- 
kind. International arhjtration as we know 
it, ie no more the product of the last hundred 
years than was the federal constitution of 
1789 a product of that era. It is the flower 
of our time.“ 


Marked Check to Violence. 


Secretary Dickinson cited various steps in 
the progress of arbitration and said the 
formation of our federal constitution, creat- 
ing for the first time a court with full and 
final power to settle all controversies be- 
tween sovereign states, was the greatest step 
ever taken toward substitution of judicial 
procedure for appeal to arms.“ 

The secretary discussed the great work and 
the outcome of the first Hague conference, 
which he said was by far the most notable 
event in the history of the world, which was 
attended by all governments having diplo- 
matic representatives in St. Petersburg. The 
pope, while omitted from the conference, ex- 
pressed his sympathy with the movement in 
a letter to the queen of Netherlands. Twen- 
ty-six nations participated, represented by 
100 members. 

“There can be no disarmament until the 
greater powers agree upon a system of con- 
current action,” said Secretary Dickinson, 
in concluding. ‘* The tide of public sentiment 
all over the world is setting strongly in this 
direction. Looking to the progrese in peace 
measures of the last hundred, and especially 
the last twenty years, the hope may well be 
entertained that disarmament will become 
a reality, and that the people may enjoy 
not only the blessings of peace but the 
blessings of peace without the crushing bur- 
den of preparedness for war.“ 


‘Borah Urges States Rights. 

In speaking on “The Integrity of the 
States, Senator Borah made a strong appeal 
in favor of jealous watchfulness to preserve 
local self-government in its greatest vigor as 
the surest guarantee for a perpetuity of free 
institutions and at the same time emphasize 
the importance of federal power as provided 
by the constitution. N

The bill simply means that seven-eighths of 
d under the general school 
levy shall be giten to the teaching force 
and school employés without regard to the 
amount of money collected, the need for new 
school buildings and improvements, or the 


‘good of the school system. 


The measure, which was prepared after 
months of quiet work by the federation, se- 
cret conferences, and the issuance of circular 
letters calling on principals and teachers 


to contribute to a campaigu fund.“ has been 


carefully shielded from publicity. The pamph- 
let which will be circulated today will strive 
to make it appear that the measure was 
framed by a joint legislative committee.“

federation; Frances E. Harden, secretary 
of the federation; William H. Campbell, 
president of the Principals’ club; William J.

Kenzie, engineers and janttors. 


President Schneider Condemns Idea. 


We are not unaware of what the Chicago 
Teachers’ federation has been doing nor the 
purpose-of the bill, said President Otto C. 
Schneider of the board of education. It 
proposes to place the future development of 
the schools at the mercy of the teachers. It 
attempts to make of the school system an 
institution for the selfish ends of the teach- 
ers, not an institution for the welfare of our 
children. This measure would give to the 
teachers seven-eighths of all money collected 
for the schools—that is its main provision. 

“At present the teachers receive five- 
ninths of the total tas levy and they are 
well paid. Yet now they demand that almost 
all the money that our citizens pay in for the 
education of their children and for the 
improvement of our school system be deliv- 
ered over tothem. They want seven-eighths 
of it, mind you. It is the most outrageous 
and bald faced attempt to subvert our schools 
and the education of our childrem, to the 
selfish ends of a small body of teachers 
that ever has been made—and the Teachers’ 
federation has made others. 

“I do not believe that any sane man in 
the Illinois legislature would countenance 
such a measure, but if it should become a 
law it would mean untold injury to our sys- 
tem of schools, a backward step in their 
progress which would require years to over- 
come. 

“If only one-eighth of our school revenue 
is available for improvements in the future, 
when now we are using four-ninths, the re- 
sult is obvious. The schools cannot be oper- 
ated on any such amount. much less improved 
and added to as there is the constant demand. 
If they are to be dominated by this organi- 
zation of teachers, or any organization 
which has shown the selfish ends andy ab- 
solute disregard fur the public welfare that 
the Teachers’ federation has exhibited we 
might as well close the schools.”

Unorganized Coopers Strike When Re- 
fused Old Wages.

A strike of 360 coopers for increased wages 
and two cases of violence marked the prog- 
ress of the general labor disturbance yes- 
terday. A slugging occurred shortly be- 
fore noon at the Veley hotel, 168 South Clark 
street, in a room on the first floor being re- 
modeled for use by the Chicago Newspaper 
club. * 

Henry Goerke, 0 years oid, Carmen 
avenue, former secretary of local union No. 
621. United Brotherhood of Carpentere and 
Joiners, was found unconscious at the foot 
of a ladder by W. L. Veley, manager of the 
hotel. Me was employed on the carpenter 
remodeling work by the Mark Salmon com- 


pany, contractors, and is believed to have 3 


been mistaken by strikers for a nonunion 
tile layer or glaser. 

Goerke's skull and nose were fractured 
and he suffered numerous cuts and bruises 
on the face, head, abd body. was taken 
to the county hospital, where he revived long 
enough to answer a few questions. Hie said 
he was attacked from behind and felled by 
a man he falled to recognize. Then he re- 
lapsed into unconsciousness. ie may die. 


Business Agent Stabbed. 

The other case occured early in the morn- 
ing, when Frank C. Gengenback, business 
agent of the Cement Finishers’ union, was 
stabbed in the hip in front of a saloon at 242 
South Halsted street. Frank Zacharias, his 
alleged assailant. who also was beaten. was 
locked up in the Desplaines street police sta- 
tion. The dispute which led to the stabbing 
started over a payment for liquor, following 
a meeting of the union. 

Ernest Brooks, Edward H. Mitchell, and 
Edward Tait. members of the striking tile 
layers’ union, who were arrested last Sat- 
urday while attempting to attack nonunion 
tile layers employed by Dawson Bros., in a 
building at 7344 Emerald avenue were ar- 
raigned in the morning before Judge Girten 
in the Englewood Municipal court. They 
asked for a jury trial. 

The strike of 200 gjaziers has developed into 
the most serious situation in the building 
industry. :

The loss on the building was $200, that o 
the grocery stock not being estimated. 

Detectives from the office of Frank Hogan, 
fire attorney, are investigating a mysterious 
fire in the grocery store of Frank Carranuso 
at 87 Milton avenue early in the day. 

Carranuso, his wife, two children, brother, 
and mother, who live above the store, were 
awakened shortly after midnight bz the 
breaking of a window in the front bedroom. 
A pedestrian had thrown a brick and orunge 
to arouse the family. Neighbors fired their 
revolvers to attract the attention of firemen. 

The revolver shots gave rise to the report 
that the store had been dynamited by mem- 
bers of the Black Hand. Carranuso, how- 
ever, declared he had not received any threat- 
ening letters.

BOTH PARTIES ARE ACTIVE. 


Prepare to Make Strennous Appeals 
for Support of Voters. 


The sun broke through the clouds late yes-, 
terday afternoon so far as organization can- 
didates for Circuit judgeship nominations at 
next Tuesday’s judicial primaries are con- 
cerned. Word came from Springfield that 


the Supreme court has adjourned until next

Mr. O’Con- 
nor did not file his petition with the county 
clerk and the election officials accepted 5 
certifications of the county clerk only. 

In the discussion at the office of the election 
commissioners previous to the receipt of the 
news from Springfield it had been decided 
practically to print two separate sets of bal- 
lots, 700,000 bearing the county clerk's list 
and an equal number with the list of the 
secretary of state. 


Lively Primary Is Promised. 

Republican and democratic party man- 
agers lined up their respective forces last 
night in preparation for a lively judicial 
primary next Tuesday.

Banana Man Says Coughlin, Now 
Invalid, Was Prosperous. 


HONDURAS KIND TO FUGITIVE 


— 


Cronin Suspect Director of Large 
Works Until Recently. 


“ Big Dan’? Coughlin, Cronin murder sus- 
pect and jury briber, has not been a mere 
section hand or day laborer. subsisting on 
remittances sent him by wealthy Chicago 
interests, during his exile in Honduras, ac- 
cording to E. M. Stella, a wholesale banana 
dealer in Chicago, who knew him well for 
three years under the name of Jim Davis.“ 
Mr. Stella, who has not seen Coughlin since 
1906, was surprised yesterday to read that 
the fugitive had contracted tuberculosis and 
had dropped in weight from 250 to 90 pounds. 

Mr. Stella is now in business at 42 River 
street, but for twenty-eight years he spent 
al t all of the time in Central America. 
During three years of that period, from 1903 
to „ he resided at Puerto Cortez, Hon- 
duras, occupying for a while a room adjoin- 
ing that of Coughlin at the Hotel Le Fevre. 
Coughlin, he says, was the right hand man of 
Capt. J. W. Grace, a contractor in charge of 
most of the large public works in that section 
of the world. 


Tells of Coughlin’s Work. 


Capt. Grace seemed to think a great deal 
of Davis—I mean Coughlin—and trusted him 
with the complete supervision of the big 
things he was doing in Honduras, said Mr. 
Stella. He was away most of the time 
himself, and Coughlin alone supervised the 
raising of the whole town of Puerto Cortes. 
The town was raised to the level of the rail- 
road to make it more healthy. He also 
built a big road in the interior for the gov- 
ernment. He was a strictly sober fellow, 
quiet, well behaved, and well liked. 

For some time I occupied a room at the 
Hotel Le Fevre adjoining his, and later when 
he had a house of his own I spent almost 
every evening with him there. I was as- 
tounded, after my return to Chicago, to rec- 
ognize ‘ Jim Davis’ in the pictures printed of 
Coughlin when he was arrested at Mobile. 


Floats a Big, Green Flag. 

“Coughlin was one of the most popular 
men in that district. He was an out and 
out Irishman and had a big green flag, 
which he hung up over the hotel on St. 
Patrick’s day. He was a big, stout, jolly 
fellow, and I cannot understand how he could 
get consumption, especially in that country. 
The alr was always fresh, dry, and balmy. 
Every one practically lives out of doors. 
However, if he is down and out, he will cer- 
tainly be well taken care of, for Capt. Grace 
thought a great deal of him.“ 

Mrs, Coughlin, who is living at 7829 Mad- 
ison avenue, with three children, refused to 
be interviewed during the day. She admitted 
she had heard from her husband recently, 
but refused to confirm or deny the report 
that he is fatally ill. 


ASKS $25,000 AFTER ARREST. 


Man Who Used Screwdriver to Get 
Into His Own Office Brings 
Suit. 


Because a man is forced to use a screw- 
driver to let himself into his office, even 
though the entrance be made in the middle 
of the night, is no cause for his arrest as a 
burgiar.

To Prevent Grain Speculation. 


Mr. Payne offered the committee amend- 
ment to the drawback section of the bill, 
which was finally adopted. It is intended to 
prevent the use of the drawback privileges 
for the purpose of speculating in grain. This 
amendment stipulates that no drawback will 
be allowed upon flour or other grain prod- 
ucts in which domestic grain ie used unless 
it is manufactured in the same city or town 
in which the imported grain, to be checked 
against, is milled. The article must be manu- 
factured from domestic grain harvested prior 
to the importation against which it is 
checked. 

The latter change is made to prevent 
speculation in the various grain crops, while 
the first named provision is intended to pre- 
vent the milling at the seaboard of domestic 
grain which is checked against imported 
grain that is milled at an inland city, by 
which it would be possible to save railroad 
transportation on the manufactured product. 

A proviso included in the amendment stipu- 

lates that the importation on which it is 
proposed to collect a drawback must be made 
within twelve months after the importation 
of grain checked against. This would not 
permit any increase in the value ofa product 
through the increased value of a succeeding 
crop of grain. 
A further proviso, which affects all arti- 
cles on which 4 drawback way be collected, 
stipulates that proof must be given that the 
imported material, upon which the drawback 
is allowed on a domestic article, actually has 
been manufactured. 


‘ Patent Section Is Changed. 


On motion of Mr. Payne the section of the 
bill which provides that patents issued by 
the United States to citizens of a foreign 
country shall be subject to the conditions 
i applied dy that country to citizens of the 
United States, was stricken out. it was 
found that the provision was in violation ot 
an international convention. ‘I'he section 
was intended as a’ retaliation against the 
British patent law, but it was found. that 
Great Britain applies its Jaw to its own cit!- 
zens as well as foreigners. 

Promptly at J o'clock, the time set by the

Cannon Takes Charge of House. 


After Mr. Olmsted of Pennsylvania, who 
nas presided over the deliberations of the bill 
by the committee of the whole, had descended 
from the chair. Speaker Cannon/assumed the 
reins. Mr. O'msted then reported the action 
of the committee and the house as Such took 
the bill in hand for the purpose of carrying 
out the special order for a vote. 

All committee amendments except those 
pertaining. to barley; barley malt, tea. and 
coffee were agreed to en bloc without dtwi- 
sicn. 

No separate vote being asked regarding tea 
and coffee the amendments regarding these 
articles, which were incorporated in the bill 
in committee of the whole, were adopted. 

Regarding the other schedules, such as 
lumber, oil, hides, and barley, separate votes 
were demanded. A wrangle at once ensued 
as to the order in which the schedules should 
be taken up. The members practically all 
stood up and the interest was so intense that 
many of them occupied the well in front of ha 
speaker’s desk. 


Speaker Calls for Aid. 


The speaker Was unable to unravel the 
tangle and called on Mr: Olmsted to set mat- 
ters right. Mr. Olmsted declared that the 
first amendment actually voted on was an 
amendment by Mr. Tawney to seation 197. 
the lumber schedule. Upon refreshing his 
memory he later said the first vote was on an 
amendment by Mr. De Armond of Missouri. 

The whole problem was settied by the 
speaker ordering the amendments read in 
their order.

This resulted: Yeas, 181; nays, 200, which 
finally defeated all attempts at obtaining 
free lumber so far as the house is concerned. 

Fifty-five Republicans voted for free lum- 
ber and thirty-eight Democrats against it.

Members Keep Up Racket, 

Shortly after the announcement of the 
lumber vote the speaker again was compelled 
to send the sergant at arms and his deputies 
to members and order them to sit down. 

When quiet was restored the roll was called 
on the amendments made earlier increasing 
the rates on barley and barley malt. Bya 
vote of 193 yeas to 186 nays the amendment 
was retained. 

Amendments by Messrs. Scott of Kansas 
and Henry of Texas fixing a duty of 10 per 
éentum respectively on raw hides weighing 
twenty-five pounds or more and on raw hides 
and skins weighing more than one pound 
were voted down. The effect of this action 
was to put to rout the opponents of free 
hides. 

The following Illinois members voted for 
the Scott amendment placing a 10 per cent 
ad valorem duty on hides: Graff, Lorimer, 
McKinney, McKinley, Prince, Rodenberg, 
Sterling. Thistle wood, McDermott, and Gra- 
ham. Messrs. Lorimer and Mann were 
among the forty-two congressmen who voted 
against free crude oil and its products, 

This, as was supposed, concluded the 
emendments, and the speaker was about to 
put the question on the engrossment and 
third reading of the bill when Mr. Clark of 
Missouri insisted on the yeas and nays on the 
oil schedule, in order, as he explained, to get 
a record vote. After considerable discussion 
over the question whether free oil actually 
was in the bill, the speaker decided that a 
further vote was necessary, and the roll 
again was called on the provision for the 
countervailing duty, which, he said, if 
stricken out, would have the effect of placing 
crude petroleum and its products on the free 


list. 
Oil Put on Free List. 

While the chair was considering the mat- 
ter the house was in great confusion. The 
provision was stricken out by a vote of 324 
to 45.

Clark Defended by Cannon. 

By viva voce vote the engrossment and 
third reading of the bill was ordered, where- 
upon Mr. Lindbergh of Minnesota sought rec- 
ognition to move to recommit with instruc- 
tion. The speaker refused, saying that in 
carrying out the new rule known as the Fits- 
gerald amendmegt common fairness required 
that hé should récognize Mr. Clark of Mis- 
tourt, the minority leader, the bill's chief 
opponent. Mr. Clark thereupon made a mo- 
tion to recommit with instructions, which 
were read. 

Almost complete silence prevailed while 
the instructions were being read, after which 
Chairman Payne moved the previous ques- 
tion and on that the roll was called. 


Clark Motion Knocked Out. 

The previous question was ordered, and the 
vote then recurring to the Clark motion to 
recommit it was lost, 162 to 218. Messrs. 
Broussard and Pujo of Louisiana, Demo- 
crats; voted with the Republicans, 

At 7:55 p. m. voting on the bill on its final 
passage Was begun. The noise was so great 
that the clerks Had difficulty in hearing the 
responses. Practically every member was in 
his seat, 

The vote resulted; Yeas, 217; nays, 161; 
present. 

Upon the announcement of the result the 
Republicans broke out into loud and pro- 
longed applause.

The women again looked at each other and 
then there came the coneerted expression: 
“Why, one of our own congreseman! 1 
wonder why he should object. 


Great Objector Keeps Reputation. 
Then with flushed faces they said a few 
quiet things which could not be heard, but 
which undoubtedly meant that they would 
have to tell the folks back home, when they 
got there, that the great objector ’’ of the 
house of representatives never misses a day 
on his job, even when there is a request that 
petitions from many of his own constituents 
shall be presented formally to the house in- 
stead of being dumped in the petition basket. 
The rules of the house, since the Fifty-first 
congress, have provided that petitions shall 
not be offered formally on the floor, but 
shall be placed in a basket, from where they 
are taken without further advice by the 
speaker’s clerk and referred to the proper 
committees. 

However, unanimous consent is invoked 
for the setting aside of many rules in the 
house. 


Foss Gets Early Recognition. 
Speaker Cannon was as good as his promise 
and recognized Mr. Foss shortly after the 
house convened. The Illinois congressman 
addressed the chair, standing with one of 
the bound petition volumes in his hand. 

„I déSire unanimous consent to offer in 
open house petitions of 250,000 persons of 
Chicago protesting against the tariff on 
leather gloves and cotton hosiery specified 
in the Payne tariff bill.“ said Mr. Foss. 
“The gentleman asks unanimous consent 
to offer in open house the ——"’ The rest of 
the speaker's statement to the house, includ- 
ing his customary query, Is there an ob- 
jection?’’ was lost in a hubbub of voices. 
Representative J. Hampton Moore of Penn- 
sylvania and another congressman from that 
state ‘shouted for recognition. Representa- 
tive Payne also arose and looked wonderingly 
around. Representative Mann was on his 
feet. 

„I shall object, Mr. Speaker, unless I am 
permitted to offer in open house some peti- 
tions on the other side of this question,” said 
Mr. Moore, having in mind the protests of 
the working girls in the Philadelphia stock- 
ing mills against any reduction in the Payne 
schedules. Mr. Payne seemed quite inclined 
not only to permit Mr. Foss to formally offer 
his petitions but to make a speech. 

„How much time will you need? Five 
minutes?” he called across to Foss. 


Mann Persists in Biocking. 
„0, less than that,“ said Mr. Foss. “I. 
merely want to make a statement.” At this 
point Mr. Mann, waving his fist in the air. 
made vehement and specific objection, and 
speech that was about to bubble forth from 
Representative Foss was cut off ere it start- 
ed and was forevermore lost to the country. 
The speaker brought his gavel down witha 
crash and in stentorian tones announced that 
objection had been made and there was there - 
fore nothing doing in the unanimous consen! 
department that morning. 
Mr. Foss, still holding his volume of peti- 
tions, stood for a few moments looking in 
vain for another chance to make an effort to 
get recognition from the gpeaker and then 
sat down. The petitions early in the evening 
were carted away by clerks and forwarded to 
the committee on Ways and means, in whose 
custody they now are assigned. 
It can be said that in spite of the ineffectual 
effort of Mr. Foss to have the big bundle 
of gloves and hosiery petitions brought for- 
mally before the house, there has not been 
a petition cause among all the million that 
have been passed up to congress in recent 
years that bas been more effectually called 
to the attention of the house.

Son of Pioneer Chicago Bishop 
Passes Away in England. 


TWICE GUEST OF MENELIK, 


Spectacular Trips Into Wilds of Abys- 
sinia Recalled, 


William Fitzhugh Whitehouse, formerly a 
resident of Chicago, who made a name for 
himself six years ago by making a trip to 
Abyssinia and was received there with almost 
royal honors by Emperor Menelik, who per- 
mitted him to shoot in the royal preserves, 
an honor never granted to a white man, 
died yesterday at Beaulieu, in the south, of 
France. News of his death was received by 
cable at Lenox, Mass., where he for a time 
had a summer home. The cause of his death 
was given as heart disease. 

Mr. Whitehouse, though a member of the 
well known Chicago and New York family, 
had made his residence in gland for a 
good many years, but he spent last winter 
in America, leaving here only two weéks 
ago. Most of his time ha spent at Thornton 
hall, Stony Stratford, England. Two sons, 
William Fitzhugh Whitehouse and Sheldon 
Whitehouse, both of whom are graduates of 
Yale, survive him. 

Mr. Whitehouse was the son of the late 
Bishop Whitehouee of the Episcopal diocese 
of Jilinois. He was a graduate of Columbia 
of the class of 1860, and subsequently was 
admitted to the bar. He never practiced, 
devoting his time to taking care of the prop- 
erty he had inherited. 


Old Home Week Plans Changed. 

The news of the death of Mr. Whitehouse 
had the effect in Chicago of clouding the 
plans for the old home week to be ob- 
served, by the former communicants of the 
Cathedral of 8S. Peter and Paul, which will 
open with Easter services. Following the 
receipt of the news, Bishop C. P. Anderson 
| announced that the plans for next week 
would be canceled for the present. One of 
these plans called for the presence here of 
Francis M. Whitehouse, a brother: 

The repair and decoration of the rehabili- 
tated cathedral was accomplished through 
the generosity of the Whitehouse brothers. 
Their father, Bishop Whitehou#, purchased 
the property in 1862, and, according to Dean 
Sumner, established the first Episcopal cathe- 
dral in the United States. The cathedral! prop- 
erty is regarded as a memorial to Bishop 
Whitehouse, and it is intended in the near 
future to make more extended improve- 
ments. 

Two Trips to Abyssinia. 

Fitzhugh Whitehouse made two trips te 
Abyssinia, and the Royal Geographical so- 
ciety made him a fellow of the society for his 
work as an explorer. He was the donor of an 
Abyssinian duikér, à rare animal, which isin 
thg American Muse of Natural History, 
and was shot by him on his first trip in 1890. 
when he undertook to complete some surveyt 
in the Menelik country for the British gov- 
ernment. Mr. Whitehouse's second visit to 
the emperor, which attracted considerable 
attention because of the unusual reception 
accorded to him, was made in 1002 and was a 
pleasure trip. His companion was his friend. 
Lord Hindlip, who had taken several pleasure 
trips through Africa previously. The Royal 
Geographical society helped fit out the ex- 
peditiom and the British resident in Abys- 
sinia helped to prepare the old emperor for 
the visit, which was made in great style. 

On this trip Mr. Whitehouse took sixty 
armed men, ninety camels, and eighty Afri- 


can porters. 

The oil king had a good reason for remem- 
bering Mr. Whitehouse on this second visit, 
because he was the first American he had 
ever seen when Mr. Whitehouse visited his 
capital on his first trip.

Ethan Allen Hitchcock Suecumbs 
in Washington at 74. 


PROSECUTED BIG GRAFTERS. 


Congressmen and Millionaires Among 
Those Under His Fire. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—Ethan Allen 
Hitchcock, secretary of the interior under 
Presidents McKinley; and Roosevelt, died 
today, aged 74. He had been Critically ill 
for several days and his death was not un- 
expected. 

His is one of the mast prominent families 
of St. Louis and Washington, and his wife 
and children are leaders in the social life of 
both cities. ‘ 

At the bedside when the end came were 
Mrs. Hitchcock, their three daughters, Lieut. 
Commander Sims, and a nephew, George C. 
Hitchcock of St. Louis. The burial will be 
in St. Louis. ' 


Big Men Under His Fire. 
Sweeping investigations of frauds in the ae- 
quisition. of western lands, instituted by him 
while secretary of the interior, formed the 
crowning achievement of the life of Ethan 
Allen Hitchcock. Wealth, power, political 


influence, family connections, nothing served 


to stay these flerce prosecutions. » 

Among those prosecuted were Senator 
Mitchell of Oregon, who was convicted and 
died not long afterward; ex-Congressman 
Binger Hermann, who had served as com- 
misstoner of the general land office and who 
was acquitted; ex-Senator Dietrich of Ne- 
braska, Representative Williamson of Ore- 
gon, and John A. Benson, a millionaire real 
estate broker of San Francisco, 


While the prosecutions were in progress 


Mr. Hitchcock was a target for attack from 
innumerable sources. Prominent Republic- 
ans urged that he be removed “ for the good 
of the party. But two presidents stood by 


him and he was allowed to fight out the bat- 


tle he had started. 


Descendant of Ethan Allen. 
He came by his fighting qualities honestly, 


tor his great-grandfather was Ethan Allen, 


the revolutionary Vermont patriot. From 
his mother came some of the best blood in 
Dixie, where he himself was born. An uncle 
was a general in the United States army. 
Hes father was successively attorney gen- 
eral, justice of the Supreme court, and chief 
justice of the Supreme court of Alabama, 
and refused the United States senatorship. 

Hitchcock was born at Mobile Sept. 19. 
1835. His father died while he was but a boy 
and his mother took him to Nashville, Tenn., 
where he attended school, finishing his 
studies at a military academy at New Haven, 
Conn, In 1855 he entered business in St. 
Louis, going to China five years later in the 
employ of Olyphant & Co., in which firm 
he became a partner in 1866. After six years 
more in China hé returned through India, 
spending two years in Europe, principally 
at Moscow and St. Petersburg. 

For over twenty years he occupied him- 
self with railway affairs, mining, and the 
manufacture ef plate glass in the United 
States. until 1897, when he was called by 
President McKinley to fill the position of 
minister to Russig. Shortly afterward the 
post of ambassadd? to Russia was created and 
he was its first Incumbent. 

In 1898 was appointed secretary of the 
interior, and since then over 2,000 cases of 
timber thievery have been reported, invol- 
ving thousands of square miles of the public 
domain. *

His Efforts. 


Streator,’ III., April 9.—[Special.]—Former 
Co Walter Reeves died suddenly 
at his home in this city this evening. Death 
was due to heart failure, following a long 
Umess from diabetes, He was able to be at 


his office today and was sick only one hour 


previous to his death. 

Mr. Reeves was born in western Penney!- 
vania on Sept. 25, 1848, and came to Illinois 
with his parents when 8 years old. Since 
then he had been a continuous resident of 
La Salle county, and until he reached the 
age of 21 he was engaged in farming. 


Studies Law as He Teaches. 
He afterward taught school and at the 


: same time studied law, being admitted to the. 


bar in 1875 at Mount Vernon and had ad- 
vanced in his profession until he long had 
been regarded as one of the leading lawyers 
of the state. 

In 1894 he was elected as congressman from 
the then Eleventh Illinois district, and he wae 
chosen to represent his district three times, 
each time by increased majorities. As a 
member of the rivers and harbors committee 
in congress he secured an appropriation of 
$2.200,000 for the improvement of the Chicago 
and Calumet rivers, and other appropriations 
aggregating $10,000,000.

Nine years ago next month in the state 
convention at Peoria he was-defeated for the 
nomination for governor by Richard Yates 
by a narrow margin. 
Mr. Reeves was married in June, 1876, at. 
Gilford, Conn., to Miss Marietta Cogswell.

Federal Grand Jury Accuses 


Brothers of Using Mails for 
- Purposes of Fraud. 


BONDS FIXED AT $10,000. 


U. S. Marshals Unable to Find 
Promoters, Who Are Expected 
to Give Bail Today. 


Four tndictments were returned against 
the Rhodus brothers, Birch F., Thomas, and 
Edward T., by the federal grand jury yes- 
terday afternoon. They are charged with 
using the United States mails for purposes 
of fraud, and the indictmente are the result 
of an investigation by Assistant District 
Attorneys 8. S. Shirer and W. A.. Medaris, 
into thirty-one corporations having a com- 
bined capital of $26,260,000, which the broth- 
ers promoted. 

Bonds were fixed at $10,000 each, but none 


dt the brothers haf been found late last 


‘night by United States marshals. It is en- 
pected that they will appear this morning 
ready to give bonds. 

The investigation revealed a system of 
ock selling and company promoting that 
hardly has any equal in the history of finance. 

By this system it is said the brothers were 
able to organize companies for almost any 
purpose, and then by the use of holding 
and agency companies, to sell stock equal to 
the total capitalization of the original com- 


panies and still retain control, at the same 


time getting for themselves a commission for 
the sale of the stock. 

The capital stock of these companies ranged 
from 50,000 shares to 10,000,000 shares, and 
the par value ran all the way from 81 to 
oral The stock was sold from 6 cents to $25 
re.

Because he shot his wife while dreaming 
that he was shooting upp a craps game, 
Albert Allen, a negro, was acquitted of the 
charge of attempted murder by a jury in 
Judge Clifford’s court yesterday afternoon. 

Mrs. Allen was shot in the back more than 
a month ago while asleep in her home at 
4858 Dearborn street, and her husband told 
the police he thought the crime had been 
committed by a burglar. Allen’e revolver, 
however, was discovered later with one 
chamber empty. He was arrested and later 
indicted for attempted murder. The woman 
recovered and was the principal. witness 
against her husband. 

The defense of Alien was a pecullar one. 
He denied shooting his wife, but he also 
declared that, if he had shot her, he had done 
so while dreaming. 


Prosecutor Is Puzzled. 

But how could that be? the prosecutor 
asked him. 

“Well, as I remember,” answered Allen, 
“the night my wife was shot I had a dream 
that I was‘ shooting ’ craps with a crowd of 
men down near Twenty-sixth street. 1 
thought I had made a couple of passes when 
one of the players grabbed the money and 
started to run. I whipped out my revolver 
and began to make smoke around that col- 
ored fellow. That's all I remember.“ 

Police witnesses testified that they found 
Allen’s revolver in a garbage box in an alley, 
where it evidently had been placed by Allen. 
The defendant said he remembered nothing 
about hiding the weapon. 


~ Forgets Dream at First, 

He told me he had been dreaming of 
shooting up a bunch of crap shooters,” testi- 
fied Policeman Johnson, who made the ar- 
rest, and said that when he awoke he found 
that his wife had been shot. He said he for- 
got all about his dream at first, and thought 
she had been shot by burglars.” 

Mrs. Allen testified that she was carrying 
$775 life insurance when the shooting took 
place. She said she had not had any trouble 
with her husband on the night of the shoot-

The three con- 
cerns were owned and managed by the same 
persons, headed by former Congressman 
Charles Knapp. 

The immediate cause of the embarrass- 
ment of the three concerns was the over- 
loaning of money to the Outing Publishing 


‘company. 


When the Outing Publishing company and 
Bohemian Magazine moved its office from 
New York to Deposit, the Knapps became 
actively interested in the venture. 
and both banks have carried the. large 

amgunt of the, firm’s paper. 

So far the Outing Publishing company has 
not been affected.

— large contracts ahead and business was 

good. in addition to the publication of 

three magazines, the company does a large 

book publishing business and a large amount 
of contract work. 


Suspend to Prevent Run. 

Before the hour for opening it had become 
generally rumored that the Binghamton 
Trust company would suspend. President 
C. J. Knapp and the board of directors gave 
out a statement saying that the suspension 
was voluntary on the part of the bank and 
had been voted at a meeting of the board last 
night as preferable to the risk of a run on the 
insfitution today. 

The directors believed that with the capital 
stock, the resources of the bank, and the Ha- 


bility of the stockholders all creditors could 


be paid in full, and a reorganization of the 
bank has been planned. 

President Knapp said the suspension of the 
bank was due to the failure of the private 
banks at Deposit and Callicoon. The Deposit 
bank was in charge of Cashier C. P. Knapp, 
a brother of the president of the Binghamton 
Trust company. It was transferred to a pri- 
vate bank from a national institution eight 
years ago. With the Callicoon branch this 
bank had been in the habit of loaning money 
to farmers, taking their notes of hand and 
selling them to the Binghamton Trust com- 
pany. 

Receiver for Keiran Concern. 

Cleveland, O., April 9.—P. L. A. Leighley 
was appointed receiver for the Columbia Con- 
struction company, a P. J. Keiran concern, 
today on the application of D. H. McBride 
of New York, director and former president 
of the company. Several suits have been 
filed against the company. 

It is claimed that many of the contracts for 
schools and churches, in the financing of 
which Keiran, head of the defunct Fidelity 
Funding company, was active, were executed 
by the Columbia Construction company.

All the 
rest of us have to do Is to accept it passively. 

„That principle has been sadly overdone.

“Pick up a sinner in the gutter. Teach 
him to sing ‘ Jesus Paid It All’ and send him 
on his way, glorying in the fact that he has 
been saved forever. 

„That sort of thing has made religion ef- 
feminate, cut the sinews of action, and de- 
stroyed all healthy interest in it. That kind 
of cross has made reverence of God softness 
and indulgence. 

‘“ Supposing you started out tomorrow to 
live strictly up to the ideals of Jesus. Brother 
business man and employer, would there 
be no loss in profits, think you? Sister soci- 
ety woman, would ther be no sacrifice of 
pleasure and sensation?

Gendarmes Seize the Aeronauts. 

Therefore when a balloon was seen de- 
scending today in the neighborhood of San- 
teny the mayor, a number of gendarmes, and 
most of the villagers hastened to ascertain 
whether the occupants of the car were for- 
eigners, 

The aeronauts proved to be Germans. They 
professed to be unable to speak French. The 
mayor immediately telegraphed to Paris for 
instructions and was directed to hold the 
visitors and confiscate the balloon and its 
contents, The latter included a camera and 
a number of maps. 

Meanwhile the ministry of war rushed two 
Officers of the general staff to Santeny to 
make an investigation. The incident is caus- 
ing excitement. What disposition will be 
made of the men arrested is not known. 

Complaints of German balloons crossing 
the frontier also have been made lately by 


Belgium and Holland. 


Fear Three Aeronauts Lost. 

MILAN, April 9.—An empty balloon came 
down near Conti today, and apprehension is 
felt for the three aeronauts that salle away 
in the airship from Paris. They are Capt.

It is supposed that the balloon was caught in 
a storm, and that the passengers were 
thrown out.

tors this afternoon. gave out a statement in 
New York, where they went immediately. 
following the conference, in which they claim 
that they offered to submit the “ new work ” 
complaint to the conciliation board created 
by the anthracite strike commission. When 
the attention of President Lewis of the 
United Mine Workers of America was called 
to the operators’ statement tonight he said; 
“I have no comment to make.“ 


Statement by Miners Today. 

Following the conference, the district 
boards of the United Mine Workers’ organ- 
ization from the three anthracite districts 
went into conference and after a session last- 
ing nearly all the afternoon adjourned to 
meet again tomorrow. At the conclusion of 
the meeting, it is said, a statement will be 
given out covering the miners’ side of the 
controversy. 

The bone of contention is the refusal of the 
operators to recognize the mine workers’ 
union in any way.

DINING CAR RIVALRY ENDS: 


Burlington. Road Calls Halt on Free 
Drinks and Cigars. 


The western passenger rate situation, re- 


sulting from Judge McPherson's decision 
that the Missouri 2 cent fare law is illegal, 
has been further complicated by the injunc- 
tion against the 3 cent local fares issued by 
the Missouri Circuit court on Thursday. 

The mterstate fares through the state will 
be greater in many cases than the sums 

of the local fares based on 2 cents a Ne, 
because the new interstate faras have been 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to take efiect on May 10 and cannot 
be changed, under the provisions of the 
Hepburn law, -without thirty days’ notice. 

The eighteen roads doing business in Mis- 
souri had reissued their local tariffs on the 
3 cent basis after the decision of Judge Me- 
Pherson and had planned to put them in 
effect locally at Midnight last night. This 
will be prevented under the new injunc- 
tion. 

However, after preparing the 3 cent a mile 
local tariffs, the roads also issued new in- 
terstate tariffs based on 3 cents a mile 
through Missouri and filed them with the 
commission to take effect a month later. 


Increases Interstate Rate. 


This made.a considerable increase in the 
rates across Missouri or from points in Mis- 
sourt to adjoining’ states. For instance, the 
old rate from Chicago to Kansas City, Mo., 
was $0.20; the new rate will be $11, and 
all rates west of the Missouri river will be 
based on that figure. Similarly, the 2 cent 
a mile rate from St. Louis to Kansas City 
within the state was $5.50, but at 3 cents a 


for calculating the state to state fares. 

Consequently with the 3 cent local rates 
enjoined, the fare from St. Louis to Kan- 
sas City, Mo., will remain at $5.50, but the 
interstate rate from East St. Louis, just 
across the river from St. Louis, will be 
7.75, 26 cents being added for the bridge 
arbitrary. Also, from St. Louis to Kansas 
City, Kan., just across the Missouri rer 
yn Kansas City, Mo., the rate will 2

If the injunction is sustained there prob- 
ably will be a strong protest made by trav- 
elers from just outside the state. This 
anomalous situation ‘may be corrected by 
the interstate commerce commission after 
the thirty days have elapsed. 


Ends Rivalry on Diners. 


Cigars and a drink or two no longer form 
part of a table d’héte dinner on the dining | 
cars of the Burlington system between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul and Chicago and Kansas 
City, according to an order made effective 
yesterday. 

On account of competition between the 
Burlington and the St. Paul roads. passen- 
gers have been surprised for several weeks 
by the unwonted liberality of the Burling- 
ton's dining car service. The extras are to 
be eliminated because some of the peasen- 
gers are said to have objected. 

In view of the agitation in the legislature 
at Springfield for a reduction of the fares 
charged for the transportation of the state 
militia to and from army maneuvers, the 
western roads have agreed to charge regu- 
lar tariff fares. | 


Idle Freight Cars Increase. 


The number of idle freight cars on the 
American railroads has increased by 5,182 in 
the last two weeks, according to the bulle- 
tin of the car efficiency committee of the 
American Railway association. The total 
of surplus freight equipment is 296,600 cars.

H. C. Barlow, traffic director of the Chicago

Takes Up Judge’s Story About 
Jew Who Suffered Priva- 
tions in Bridewell. 


PASSOVER NOT ee, 


Instead of Starving, Ate 
a Special Diet. 


A story told by Judge McKenzie Cleland to 
the congregation of the St. John’s Methodist 
church last Thursday night was declared yes- 
terday at the bridewell—the: scene of the 
story’s incidents—to be without basis in fact. 

The story was about the trials and tribu- 
lations of a poor, unfortunate Jew, confined 
in the house of correction on a trivial charge, 
and who, on account of the Jewish passover, 
had not eaten a morsel of food in two days. 

“This poor Jew.“ said Judge Cleland at the 
church meeting, is one of the many innocent 
men in the brideweil. He was sent there 
because he attempted to protect his wife from 
a swindling picture frame agent. Accord- 
ing to the judge who sentenced him he must 
remain in the house of correction at hard la- 
bor for twenty-two days. He had no money 


to pay his fine. 


Says Protests Were in Vain. : 
“Now this Jew is of the NE

E . in the bridewell. ; io 
ing the passover it is well Known tha ode 
will eat only certain kinds of food. * 
their religion and they believe in observing 
a meal time came at the bridewell 
the attendants brought this unfortunate 5 * 
the regular food which is served to all the 
inmates.

laws,’ replied the Jewish prisoner. 

At every meal they brought him the reg- 
ular prison food. it was placed before him 
and he was commanded to eat. But he pro- 
tested that he could not eat. it was against 
the laws of his. church and his. religion. 
Two days passed and the prisoner touched 
not one morsel of food. i don't know what 
the outcome win be. it looks lke he is 
doomed to starvation."’ 


Reaches Whitman, Who Replies. 

But the little pebble set rolling by the 
speaker did not stop, and as a result an in- 
vestigation was made during the day and 
Supt. John Whitman of the bridewell was 
asked to explain. 

The story is absolutely untrue,“ said 
Supt. Whitman. “ We have a number of 
Jewish prisoners here and during the week 
of the passover we furni8h them with the 
sort of food which their religion demands. 
There's not a prisoner here that hasn't had 
three square meals every day—and enjoyed 
them, too. Before people tell stories about 
the bridewell they should investigate thor- 
oughly.” 

Judge Cleland next Thursday evening will 
speak to the boys and girls of the Grace 
Episcopal church of Uak Park on the sub- 
ject, “ Boys, Keep Your Records Clean.“

Ruskin’s friendships were many and vari- 
que and among his correspondents were 
ng, Lowell, Swinburne, Carlyle, Dar- 
win, Tennyson, Kate Greenaway, Miss Glad- 
none (Mrs. Drew) and others. But the most 
ing of these letters are those written 
uo his father. When Ruskin was away from 
pome he wrote to his father every day. To 
his mother he also wrote daily, but not at 
guch length nor as intimately as to his father 
because perhaps she was not as intellectual 
as her husband and then her failing sight 
made letter reading a difficult task. Dr. John 
Brown, the author of “Rab and His Friends,” 
was one Of Ruskin’s dearest friends and most 
eonstant correspondents. To Carlyle, whom 
be addresses as ‘‘ Dearest Papa,” he wrote 
almost as constantly as to his father. Be- 
tween Carlyle and Ruskin there was enough 
sympathy to make the friendship firm and 
enough contrast to lend it piquancy.”’ To 
Kate Greenaway Ruskin wrote hundreds of 
notes and the editors had more than one 
thousand of hers to him to look over. It is 
hard to understand where so busy a man as 
Ruskin found the time to read, much less 
write so many letters. 

[have been surprised in reading this corre- 
spondence to find that Ruskin was almost 
E not quite as many sided as Gladstone. He 
seems to have been interested in everything, 
not only in nature and art. Mr. Cook writes 
the introduction to the letters and it 1s al- 
most as good reading as the letters them- 
selves. I am sorry that these volumes are 
not sold separately for I should like to pos- 
sess the two containing the letters for they 
show us Ruskin at his best. I will prove this 
statement by quotations from them. 


Here is what he wrote to his father about 
Samuel Rogers, the Banker poet: 

We had a pleasant breakfast, and he himself 
was lively ‘and happy, talking much about Homer 
and much about himself, quoting himself with 
Great enjoyment, and saying naively, ‘‘ How sub- 
um people would have called that if they had 
found it in the Iliad.’’ The worst point about him 
le the envy of other poets. I never knew any one to 
conceal it so little. He cannot bear to hear Tenny- 
don 80 much as named. 

Of the death of Dickens, whom he great- 
ly ddmired, he wrote to Prof. Norton:

DIANE. political one 1 care jess for than 
you do, Diekens was a pure modernist—a leader

had no standing of any power of antiquity 
except a soft of jackdaw sentiment for cathedral 
towers. He knew nothing of the nobler power 
of superstition—was essentially a stage manager, 
aad used everything for effect on the pit. His 
Chtistmas meant mistletoe and pudding—nelther 
resurrection from dead, nor rising of new stars, 
nor teaching of wise men, nor shepherds. 

Miss Giadstone was anxious to have Rus- 
kin make a visit to Hawarden castle, and 
while he was fond of her he disliked visiting 
and arranged to have a telegram sent to 
him to come home in case he wanted to get 
away. Here is his letter of acceptance, in 
Which he prepares her mind for a short visit: 

Well, yes, I can come on the Sth, or on the 10th, 
on any day you want me, pretty nearly. 
(Tou is to have an emphasis, mind, but I've 
underlined too many words already.) But what 
does the duke of A——- want to see me for? He used 
to be so grim, at the Metaphysical, I never ven- 
tured within the table’s length of him.

Ruskin must have enjoyed himself more 
than he expected, for the telegram was never 
sent. Canon Holland was at Hawarden at 
the same time and seemed to think that Glad- 


stone found Ruskin more or less of a puzzle. . 


In a letter to Carlyle, dated Oct. 23, 1871, 


Ruskin tells how he came to buy Brantwood. . 


He had been ill and he writes: 


In the course of the month, a letter came to me 
from America. In my illness, at most feverish 
fit, my one saying was, I only I could lie down 
in Coniston water.’’ The letter from America 
was from a friend (W. J. Linton, the engrever 
and husband of Mrs. E. Linn-Linton) in need of 
money, do ask if I could buy his cottage by Con- 
iston water, and a few acres of copse and rock 
with it. 
the place—sent to his lawyer—concluded the pur- 
chase—and went down éarly in September, like 
the wicked person who wouldn't come to sup- 
per, to see my piece of ground. 

Tt is a bit of steep hiliside, facing west, com- 
manding from the brow of it all Coniston lake 
and the mass of hills of south Cumberland. The 
slope is half copse, half moor, and rock—a pretty 
field beneath, less steep—a white two storied cot- 
tage, and a bank of turf in front of it; then a 
narrow mountain road, and on the other side of 
that—Naboth’s vineyard—my neighbor’s field, 
to the water's edge. My neighbor will lease me 
enough of field and shore to bulld a boathouse 
and reach it.

That the place came up to his expectations 
we learn in a letter to Mrs. Arthur Severn: 

The place is more beautiful in winter than sum- 
mer—the loss in foliage at first seems terrific, and 
in dark days it is fatal, and the view from the 
window here does lose more than I expected, 
everywhere looking like barren moor. But when 
the sun comes out, the hills are al! gold and purple 
instead of gray, as in summer—one sees their out- 
lines everywhere through the copses—the sun 
coming down among their woods is like enchanted 
light, and the ivy, and walls, and waters are all 
as perfect as ever. So that I never had a walk 
among the lakes so lovely, and few in Italy, and 
Im actually in good spirits tonight, reading Cow- 
ley—and arranging my teacups. 


From Italy he writes to Carlyle of a land- 
scape good enough to sell to an American 
for a Salvator,“ which hangs opposite the 
window of his room. In the same letter he 
Says: l've been reading Froude’s Cal- 
vinism—State and Subject—Colonies—Prog- 
ress,’ carefully this last week. What a trick 
he has of knowing everything and then 
polishing himself off to nothing!“ 

In another letter to Carlyle, his ‘‘ dearest 
pa pa, Ruskin says: 


I've just been reading the prayer of Judith 
(Judith ix.). (If Froude is with you still, tell him 
I do so wish he'd stop from his missionary bvus!- 
ness and write a Philistine's history of Delilab). 
But how glorious those eighth and nihth chapters 
are : i 


* It is no Wonder you aisbellexe In aH pape. Or the 


history of John the Baptist and of Judith the prac- 
tical sum and substance to the British and other 
public is two pretty girls carrying two bloody 
heads, which is what the painters and sculptors 
as a body have seen, in these matters, with the 
utmost of eyes they had—the Italo-French schools 
giving further flavor to the apocryphal story by 
scornfully sniffing at Judith’s report of the way 
she passed the night.

Ruskin is never more entertaining than 
when he is cross with some one or something. 
He confides to Dr. Brown: 


Yes, I was at Hawarden last week (three days of 
it), but I cannot now go into society. People are per- 
petually trying to discuss things with me of which 
I know the bottom and all round and have told 
them the bottom and all round twenty years ago; 
and the deadly feeling of the resilience and immor- 
tality of the undintable coautchouc of which most 
people’s heads are made is too much for me. 

The duke of Argyll was there, too, and I couldn't 
say half I wanted to Mr. Gladstone because one 
had to be civil to the ducality (the more as it was 
in mourning). My refuge was always Mary Glad- 
stone, who isa perfect woman, nobly planned.“ 
Papa and mamma and the duke and everybody 
went away on the Tuesday and left Mary to take 
care of me all Wednesday and she did, and I was 
sorry to come away. 

All the same, I'm glad to be at home again, but 
have to put bridle on my lips.

Centenary of the Poet Results in 
New Biography Which Does Not 
Spare Him. 


R. JAMES HUNEKER, after too long 

a silence, brings a fresh book of 

criticism to add to his exotic series, 

The title of the present volume is 

8 STS, A BOOK OF SUPER - 

MEN "—a subject with which no one is better 

qualified to deal than Huneker. (Scribners, 

publishers.) His sympathy with the de- 

monic in men of genius, his method of psycho- 

logical mining, so to speak, insure him suoe- 
cess in such an undertaking. 

The subjects of his scrutiny are Henry 
Beyle-Stendhal, Baudelaire, Flaubert, Ana- 
tole France, Huysmans, Maurice Barrés, 
Nietzsche, William Blake, Max Stirner, and 
Ernest Hello. And of course he talks of 
Ibsen, too—that is inevitable. 

Mr. Huneker is not a wit in the sense that 
Mr. Chesterton is, yet no one can peruse 
these pages without being conscious of this 
quality. It is a penetrating essence, rather 
than an obvious constituent, and it has a 
curiously, modifying effect upon the author's 
enthusiasms. His powers of dissection would 
be truly appalling, were they not mitigated 
by his genuine sympathy and understanding, 
and by a deportment of courtesy even to poor 
damned brothers such as Baudelaire and Poe. 

What he has tosay of Poe—he writes of him 
only im an incidental way in his essay. The 
Baudelaire Legend —is peculiarly interest- 
ing at this time, coming as it does at an hour 
when that extravagant and piteous genius 
has been set soul naked before the gaze of 
men by his too conscientious biographers, 

poe was aman,” observes Mr. Huneker, 
in deprecating the attempts to idealize that 
tenebrous character. He was a half charla- 
tan. as was Baudelaire. In both the sublime 
and the sickly, were never far asunder. The 
pair loved to mystify, to play pranks on their 
contemporaries. Both were implacable pessi- 
mists. Both were educated in affluence, and 
both had to face, unprepared, the hardships 
of life. The hastiest comparison of their po- 
etic work will show their common ideal was 
the worship of an exotic beauty. Their artis- 
tic methods of expression were totally dis- 
similar. Baudelaire, like Poe, hada harplike 
temperament which vibrated in the presence 
of strange subjects. Above all, -he was 
obsessed. by sex. Woman as an angel of de- 
struction is the keynote of his poems. Poe 
was almost sexless. His aerial creatures 
never footed the dusty highways of the 
world. Poe is witbout passion, except 
a passion for the macabre, for what Huys- 
mans calls, The October of the sensations ’; 
whereas, there is a gulf of despair and terror 
and humanity in Baudelaire which shakes 
your nerves yet stimulates the imagination. 
However, profounder as a poet, he was no 
match for Poe in what might be termed intel- 
lectual prestidigitation. The mathematical 
Poe, the Poe of the ingenious detective tales, 
tales extraordinary, the Poe of the swift 
flights into the cosmical blue, the Poe the 
prophet and mystic—in these the American 
was more versatile than his French trans- 
later.” 

So much Mr. Huneker has to say concern- 
ing the art of the man. For his deficiencies 
ot character he makes one conclusive plea. 
„We now know Poe, he remarks, “ to have 
been a man suffering at the time of his death 
from cerebral lesion—a man who drank at 
intervals, and not little.”

This understanding of what may be termed 
the situation of Poe is one which reflects 
credit upon Mr. Huneker’s judgment and 
sense of justice. It acts as a sort of balm 
upon one who has but just completed Prof. 
George E. Woodberry’s two volumed memoir, 


„ EDGAR ALLAN PoE (Houghton. Mif- 


Mr. Woodberry once wrote an 
impassioned poem, the title of which is: 
He Ate the Laurel and Is Mad.“ If he 
had read his own poem before he passed his 
critique of the dead poet to the publishers 
he must needs have withheld, for consist- 
ency’s sake, some of the needless and taste- 
less revelations he made there. 

It is not that he does not here and there 
make some apology for Poe, but he makes 
them only when standing knee deep in the 
débris of Poe's reputation. He has measured 
Poe by the Boston standard, and found him, 
it is only too evident, not according to trim 
Back Bay standards. 

It is difficult to believe that this man. 
who drags from their limbo old, shameful 
gossip concerning the poet who shuddered 
in the grip of the world and his own tempera- 
ment, is the one who wrote these lines: 

4 Nay, soul, so travel worn, 
Begging from door to door, 
Forever beggared more 
And sickening with self-scorn, 
Art thou 80 poor, thou born 
Of all the times before? 


Ain & Co.). 


Who heeds thy dumb demands? 
Thy passions or thy fears? 
Though thou hast wet with tears 
Beloved and alien hands, 

Thy want who understands? 

Thy misery who reveres?“ 

Yet the man who wrote this has once more 
stripped to nakedness the wild and strange 
disciple of beauty whose sorrow and whose 
song have shot the tapestry of our literature 
with a thread of black, giving to it an em- 
phasis and a charm, which, but for him, It 
completely would have lacked. 

Letters written in poverty, and bitterness, 
and horrible distress of soul are once more 
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printed; foolish, intimate letters, careless as 
to utterance, which should long since have 
been burned; virulent old criticisms, some of 
them founded on hearsay evidence, are gone 
over, till it almost seems as if Poe's sensitive 
pride must attain to some materialization, to 
resent this fresh flagellation. 

Once, almost inadvertently, Prof. Wood- 
berry remarks, that Mrs. Shew, a faithful 
friend of Poe, had received a medical educa- 
tion, and that she decided that Poe “ in his 
best health, had lesion of one. side of the 
brain.“ Why did not Prof. Woodberry ac- 
centuate this medical opinion, and find for 
this impatient and wayward genius the ex- 
planation which undoubtedly is his due? 

One sees in this biography evidences of 
that same hard mechanism which creates the 
uninspired histories which emanate from 
Columbia university—the scientific method, 
it is called, is it not? But science easily is 
bankrupted, and it certainly is so in this case. 
The evidence on the surface will not suffice 
for Poe. The banality of some of his utter- 
ance, framed to fit a practical and demand- 
ing environment, in no way represented his 
struggle, the magnitude of his temptation, 
or the agony of his fall. In him, as in many 
others, two forces warred, and one was as an 
angel to bring light, and the other a hor- 
rifle“ thing—to employ one of Poe’s own 
words. There are men with a gamut like 
this. It is customary for one octave men to 


‘complain of them, and if Prof. Woodberry 


had been of that sort, it would have heen 
much easier to forgive him.

What one really objects to; is that a man 
with a temperamental aversion to Poe, 
should have undertaken to write of him. 
Even when the Columbian professor endeav- 
ors most scrupulously to be just, his inherent 
averslon to a character so erratic as Poe's is 
apparent in every line. It is not that he prac- 
tically demolishes his reputation as a critic, 
or that he shows his formula for creative 
poetry to have been an emission from his own 
egotism; it is that that he shows him capri- 
cious in his loves and unstable in his life, but 
that he does not advocate him. He holds no 
brief for him. He has no scruple in show- 
ing him at his worst, and he employs tradi- 
tion as well as data to substantiate this 
worst. In so much as the work has failed in 
Sympathy and understanding, it has failed in 
distinction. It is mediocre because the mo- 
tives that inspired it are mediocre, and when 
one has finished the last page, gone with Poe 
to the brink of that untimely grave into 
which he plunged through an immeasurable 
and sinister night, one takes from the shelf 
his volume of fair verse. and, reading it, 
forgives Poe for all he failed in, crying: 

“How sweet a freight of beauty Heth here!“ 

And Woodberry wrote that line! Ought he 
not to have understood? Ought he to have 
transgressed those unwritten laws of fealty 
to a dead and quite sufficiently damned fei- 
low poet?

WHICH PLAYS GREATER 
PART, ENVIRONMENT 
OR HEREDITY? 

Question Asked in Arabella 
Kenealey’s New Story “The Whips 
of Time.” 


HE question as to whether environ- 
ment or heredity plays the greater 
part in the development of a man or 
woman is one which can be argued 
continually by the advocates of the 

opposing theories, and neither side is able o 

claim the preponderance of evidence on its 

side. Ordinarily there are not the opportu- 
nities to keep a check upon those whose en- 
vironment has been changed before the 
beginning of the formative period, and then 
one never can tell when the subject will re- 
vert to some forgotten forbear, which may 
spoil the simplest of cases, Fer a novelist, 
however, it offers a fine field for the exploita- 
tion of a theory, to exhibit the subtle work- 

{ngs of impulse and training, an opportunity, 

in short, to make a story of more than pass- 

ing interest. It is the subject of Arabella 

Kenealey’s THE WHIPS OF TIME” (Lit- 

tle, Brown & Co.). . 

A Dr. Hummerston, who believes not at all 
in the theory of heredity, seizes an opportu- 
nity to prove his, the opposite, theory by ex- 
changing at birth the child of a gentle- 
woman with the child of a murderess with a 
long police record. Twenty-three years later 
we are introduced to the community in 
which the gentlewoman lived and we learn 
to know the young people, who with the 
thoughtlessness of youth and the security 
of an assured positfon in the world devote 
themselves to the out of doors enjoyment of 
English country gentlemen. But they are 
likable characters, and before the story is 
far advancéd we are fond of them. 

Two old maid sisters supply the humorous 
element of the book, and the story moves on 
surrounded with an atmosphere of gentle 
kindness and simple graciousness.

GLOVES AND STOCKINGS. 

The glad - tidings come from Washiéng- 
ton that the finance committee of the 
senate does not approve of the house 
duties on women’s gloves and cotton 
hosiery. 

Senator Cullom is a member of the com- 
mittee. He knows what the women of 
his state think of the matter and he sure 
ly agrees with them. There are, it ap- 
pears, eighteen glovemakers in Chicago, 
They want the higher duties. There are 
about 300,000 Chicago women who have 
petitioned against the duties. The glove- 
makers are for.the duties because they 
have been told they would raise their 
wages. The women ere against them 
because they know they will make gloves 
more expensive. Senator Cullom will be 
the spokesman of the 300,000 and not of 
the eighteen. 

The Payne bill duties on gloves and 
stockings would be objectionable not mere 
ily because it would be the taxation of 
the many for the benefit of the few—not 
of the government—but because they 
would fly in the face of what should be 
the primary purpose of the tariff bill. 
That was defined by President Taft in 
his inaugural address as follows: “In 
the making of a tariff bill the prime mo- 
tive is taxation and the securing thereby 
of a revenue.” The prime motive of the 
committee on ways and means in laying 
the duties on gloves and cotton hosiery 
seems to have been to discourage im- 
portations and thereby reduce revenue. 
So when it assumes that the increased 
duties on stockings would add a little 
over a million dollars to the customs re- 
ceipts it disregards the fact that there 
would be a great decline in imports and 
an absolute loss of revenue. Prohibitive 
duties like those on gloves are out of 
place in a bill whose professed purpose is 
to raise revenue. 

If the committee had sought increased 
revenue it would have lowered the gloves 
and hosiery duties and stimulated imports. 
That is what the senate should do, but 
probably it is useless to look for it. The 
most that can be hoped for is that it will 
repudiate the economic and political blun- 
ders of the committee on ways and means 
and leave the duties where they were.. 


MME. MODJESKA. 

Mme. Helena Modjeska, who has made 
ber exit from the stage of life, where 
she played her part with nobility, has 
long been felt by Americans to be one of 
themselves. Though she reached woman- 
hood in Poland, and never lost the for- 
eigner’s accent, she played for so many 
years upon the American stage and was 
so closely indentified with many of its 
best known actors, and with the period 
of America’s dramatic development, that 
she was reckoned, invariably, when ref- 
erence was made to the American stage 
as one of its best ornaments. 

The chief reason for this was one that 
reflected the utmost credit upon the art 
of this poetic actress—it was that through 
her art she spoke the universal tongue 
made the universal appeal. When she 
first appeared as Adrienne Lecouvréur 
her English was, at times, difficult, in- 
deed, to understand. It had peculiar 
elisions alternating with a curious stac- 
cato, and brought upon her the affection- 
ate mimicry of the caricaturists. But so 
accomplished was her manner, so mellow 
and gracious her personality, and so es- 
sentially poetic her interpretation of her 
roles that all hearts fell prostrate before 
her. She was distinguished by a breed- 
ing so perfect that she never, even before 
the crudest audience, showed a hint of. 
patronage—a claim which cannot always 
be made for our cosmopolitan actors. 
Her bearing, aad even her mode of dress 
ing, were a revelation; for never was 
there a time when the costumer had nis 
way with Mme. Modjeska. She pos- 
sessed and tran 
whether she wore the doublet and hose 
of Rosalind, the mysterious draperies of 
Mary Stuart, or the extravagant garni- 
ture of Camille. 

Perhaps it is to arraign her acting to 
say that something in her of. intrinsic 
parts as Camille or Magda. These roles 
of woman's peculiar tragedy, but no ove 
left the theater where Modjeska played 
them with lowered standards. She ap- 
peared to distill some essence of trust 
and hope from the pained hearts of these 
adventurous women, so that they them- 
selves appeared to rise above tie an- 
happy circumstances of their lives, and 
when poor Camille departed from a life 
in which she had followed joy too eager- 


ly, she seemed to be translated into that

She could play with a situa- 
tion as an adroit juggler plays with a 
dozen colored balls. There was an inde- 
scribable iridescence about her acting, a 
mysterious and enchanting suggestive- 
ness, and she had the effect not only of 
seeming to open up vistas into her own 
thoughts and imaginings but of continu- 
ally suggesting to her listeners half sub- 
merged beauties and emotional experi- 
ences of their own lives. That is to say, 
she affected the mind and the emotions 
somewhat as fine music does, but upon 
this she superimposed an intellectuality 
which seemed to be an addition to her 
histrionic talent rather than an intrinsic 
part of it. 

In her life she was faithful always to 
the higher principles. She fed the deep 
springs of her nature with mountains aud 
trees, with rich solitude and congenial 
friendships, and her memory may well 
be a rebuke to those who say that it is 
impossible for a woman to maintain a 
life of dignity upon the stage. Her spir- 
it, which employed the medium of dra- 
matic art for its expression, would have 
won her distinction in any vocation. 
Hers was a triumph of temperament and 
character, and the stage of this country 
is to be profoundly congratulated that 
circumstances made her choose that as 
her field of action. 


THE SANE FOURTH. 


No person shall fire any cannon, gun, rifle, pistol, 
toy pistol, or firearms of any kind, or fire or explode 
any squib, rocket, cracker, or Roman candle, or 
other combustible freworks within the city. 


This is part of the admirable ordinance 
adopted by the city council of Cleveland, 
O., to make the Fourth of July sane and 
safe. When the Chicago aldermen were 
considering fireworks ordinances last De- 
cember the doctors told them that as the 
common firecracker was responsible for 
many cases of lockjaw it ought to be 
barred out along withathe toy pistol and 
the giant cracker. The aldermen would 
gladly have copied the radical Cleveland 
legislation, but their law advisers in- 
formed them that they had not the power. 
So they had to content themselves with 
the passage of ordinances which are good 
as far as they go but which do not go 
far enough. 

At that time much was said about 
asking the next general assembly to give 
the city plenary powers so that it could 
bar out all Fourth of July instrumentali- 
ties of death. Nothing has been heard of 
the matter since the legislature met. If 
a bill relating to the subject has been in, 
troduced nothing has been said about it. 
If the matter has been utterly forgotten 
it is not too late to act, 

The second of the charter bills reads 
that the police power of the city shall 


extend to the prevention of crime, the 


preservation and promotion of local peace, 
safety, health, morals, and comfort.” 
This grant of power would be broad 
enough to enable the city to legislate 
after the Cleveland fashion and to end 
the special Fourth of July mortality. But 
while Chieago children would be protect- 
ed those of the other cities of the state 
would not be. Many, if not all, of those 
cities would like to extirpate the insane 
Fourth. Consequently a bill should be 
introduced, if one has not already been, 
amending the cities and villages act so 
that every community which desires it 
may have a Fourth free from gunpow- 
der, dynamite, and death. There should 
be a unanimous vote for such a measure. 


CUT OFF THE FEES. 

The state senate has passed a bill to 
make the clerk of the Supreme court a 
salaried instead of a feed official, He is 
to get $6,000 a year instead of fees, 
whose precise amount is unknown, but 
which are estimated to foot up about 
$25,000 a year. If this bill were to be- 
come a lawsit would not affect the 
incumbent. He would revel in fees 
until the end of his term. It should be 
passed at thig session, even though it 
would not be effective for nearly six 
years. If action were not to be taken 
now the matter might be put off until 
another election was uear at hand. Then 
powerful political influence would be ex- 
erted to prevent action. That is what 
happened two years ago. An attempt 
was made then to put the office on a sal- 
ary basis, but it failed, The failure is 


| costing the state something like $20,000 


a year. 

The reformer cannot find a more weari- 
some, ungrateful task than the separa- 
tion of state, county, or city officials 
from the fees and perquisites they have 
been accustomed to enjoy. Whoever un- 
dertakes it has to face the opposition of 
the politicians and has but little popular 
backing. It is not surpMsing that the 
progress made in the extirpation of these 
abuses is so slow. It has been a matter 
of common knowledge for years that 
the sheriffs of this county and several 
other large counties have made money 
illegally out ot the dieting of jail prisou- 
ers, and yet the public is indifferent. 

There is a bill before the legislature to 
end the abuse as far as Cook county is 


concerned. If the general assembly were 


to pass it, and also the one relating te 
the clerk of the Supreme court, there 
would be at least two acts in the volume 
of session laws at which it could “point 
with pride.” either bill shall fail it

HE duc de Rohan has 
elected president of the 
Paris, the most exclusive and aristo- 
cratic organization of the kind in the 
French capital, and of which Henry 
White, by virtue of his position as ambassa-

icam member. The duke de Rohan is not the 
chief of the historic Breton house of Rohan, 
but of a younger branch thereof, 
by Count Henri de Chabot, who in June, 
married ierite de Rohan, daughter 
and hefress of Henri, duc de Rohan. The 
duke of Rohan, however, in spite of his con- 
nection with the family only through the 
female line, represents it in France, and owns 
much of the old Rohan property and many 
of its ancient dignities, though the other 
members of his family all bear the title of 
counts de Chabot, some of them prefixing 
Rohan "’ thereto, \ 

The real head of the Rohans is Alan, prince 
de Rohan, who makes his home wholly in 
Austria, to which his grandfather, Jules de 
Rohan, emigrated from France at the close 
of the eighteenth century. Securing Austrian 
naturalization in 1808, the emigré de Rohan 
received from old Emperor Francis the Aus- 
trian title of fuerst or prince and an heredi. 
tary seat in the Austrian house of lords. 
Prince Alan Rohan is likewise the twelfth 
duke of Montbazon, prince of Guemenee, of 
Rochefort, and of Montauban, all of them 
Fiench honors, and also duke of Bouillon, a 
title which it may be remembered was once 
borne by the first crueader king of Jeruga- 
lem. f 

There is a curious romance about this title, 
which up to the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury was in the possession of the now extinct 
house of de la Tour d' Auvergne. In those 
days the duchy of Bouillon enjoyed the rights 
of petty sovereignty, and the penultimate 
authentic prince de la Tour d'Auvergne, who 
was likewise sovereign duke of Bouillon and 
a peer of France, was Godfrey, who, know- 
ing that his only son, Leopold, was childless, 
and although married, yet mentally deficient, 
was extremely anxious about the perpetua- 
tion of his line. Happening to meeet a Lieut. 
Philip d' Auvergne of the English navy, 
whose ancestors had held a grant of land in 
the parish of St. Ouen, in the island of Jer- 
sey, ever since the thirteenth century, he 
took a great fancy to the young officer, who 
was at the time a prisoner of war in France, 
The duke, after employing the leading genea- 
logical experts of the day to trace the Jersey 
family of d' Auvergne, acquired absolute 
proof that it was descended from Count Thie- 
bault d'Auvergne, who, a cadet of the petty 
sovereign house of Auvergne, had been the 
original grantee of the land at St. Ouen, the 
grant bearing the date of 12382. The duke, 
finding that next to his son, the father and 
uncle of the young lieutenant were, with the 
latter, the only remaining heirs to his honors, 
issued in 1786 under his own seal and signa- 
ture letters patent acknowledging the father 
and uncle of Philip to be descended from the 
ancient counts d' Auvergne, confirming to 
them the armorial bearings of his family, 
and then after having obtained the consent 
of the British crown formally adopted Lieut. 
Philip d' Auvergne as his second heir. 

—— 


Resisting all the duke's attempts to per- 
suade him to exchange the service of Eng- 
land for that of France, Philip insisted upon 
remaining in the English navy, in which he 
ultimately attained the rank of a vice ad- 
miral. In 1792 Duke Godfrey died and was 
succeeded by his imbecile son Leopold, who 
was forthwith driven from his dominions, 
dying at the beginning of 1802 without issue. 
In 1704, that is to say, two years after the 
death of Duke Godfrey, Philip d’Auvergne, 
who had meanwhile attained the rank of 
captain, was stationed off his native isie of 
Jersey, on board the frigate Nonsuch, with 
a flotilla of gunboats under his command, 
for the defense of the Channel islands and 
with orders to communicate with and be- 
friend the Royalist party. 

Indeed, throughout all that time he madea 
point of taking under his special protection 
the many French refugees who had fied to 
the Channel islands from the fury of the 
revolution, Between 1790 and 1800 more than 
4,000 Royalists, principally ecclesiastics and 
representatives of the old French noblesse, 
had sought safety in Jersey; among them the 
famous poet and statesman, Chateaubriand. 


and France in 1803 Capt. Philip d' Auvergne 
went to Paris to claim his inheritance and 
the estates and dominions of Duke Godfrey 
and Duke Leopold, which had been confis- 
cated by the republic. But the consular 
government had not forgotten or forgiven 
the services which Capt. d' Auvergne had 
rendered to the Royalists while serving in 
the English channel. He was arrested on 
some frivolous pretext or other not long 
after his arrival in the capital, his papers 
were seized, and after being subjected to a 
considerable amount of ill treatment he was 
expelled from France. 


On the overthrow-a Napoleon he was 
for a short time put in nominal possession 


of his titles and inheritance, and like the 
other petty sovereigns who had been de- 
prived of their thrones and dominions by the 
French emperor he was called upon to sub- 
mit to the congress of Vienna his demands 
for their restoration to him. He had a clear 
case. He was the lawful heir of the last 
two authentic princes de la Tour d’Auvergne 
and sovereign dukes of Bouillon, a bona fide 
member of their family, acknowledged by 
them as such, and as their legitimate suc- 
cessor, The congress of Vienna should there- 
fore either have revived the sovereign duchy 
of Bouillon in his favor or else should have 
granted to him the status of a mediatized 
prince. His claims, however, were opposed 
at Vienna both by Prince Talleyrand, the 
French plenipotentiary, and by the great 
Prince Clement Metternich, who allowed 
themselves to be influenced by the emigré, 
Prince Jules de Rohan, who had married 
Louise, the only sister of Godfrey de la Tour 
d' Auvergne, duc de Bouillon. 

Ultimately the congress of Vienna, yield- 
ing to the recommendations of Talleyrand 
and of Metternnch, and basing itself on con- 
siderations of general policy.“ denied the pre- 
tentiongs of Philip d'Auvergne, who had 
meanwhile become an admiral, refrained 
from either reviving the sovereignty of 
Bouillon or from mediatizing its heir; but 
declared the titles of duke of Bouillon and 
the estates, though not the dominions belong- 
ing thereto, to be- vested in Jules, prince de 
Rohan, by virtue of his marriage to the sis- 
ter of the penyltimate sovereign duke of 
Bouillon, 

Admiral d'Auvergne, profoundly chagrined, 
his fortune wrecked by the money which he 
spent in succoring French Royalist refugees 
in Jersey throughout the revolution and Na- 
poleonic reign, and through the heavy cost 
entailed by the prosecution of his claims be- 
fore the congress of Vienna, died in Septem- 
ber, 1816, in an obscure hotel just off St. 
James’ square, in London, almost on the 
same day of the death of his only son on 
board ship off Colombo. 


— 

In spite of all the intimations to the con- 
trary, there is no danger whatsoever of Lord 
Northland marrying the ex-American vaude- 
ville show girl, Mrs, Stirling, who has just 
been divorced by her Scotch laird of a hus- 
band, who had been forced in accordance 
with invariable custom to resign his commis- 
sion as an officer of the Scots Guards when 
he married her.

Richard the Mighty 
demanded more of orchestra and of listeners 
than did good old Johann Sebastian and 
sunny Papa Josef, and there was a time 
when we thought him extravagant in his d 
mands. Times do change, however, an 
with them viewpoints alter. 

Wagner's successors have demanded 30 
much more in the way of machinery and of 
auditory resistance that his demands begin 
to seem modest to us. We take his bis 
orchestra as a matter of course nowadays, 
and nobody felt a thrill when after inter- 
mission the full complement of the Thomas 
orchestra came on the stage Time was when 
it would have been an event.“ 

The “ Parsifal ’’ selections consisted of the 
„ Entrance of the Knights of the Grail“ 
which was used for the first time last season, 
the Klingsor's Magic Garden and Flower 
Girl Scene, and the Good Friday Spell, 
Transformation, and Glorification.” All were 
reasonably familiar to the majority of the 
auditors, and this being the case enjoyment 
complete and keen was the result. 

Mr. Stock led as he always leads when 
operatic excerpts are before him—in a man- 
ner which gives a glimpse of what he will 
accomplish when the opportunity comes to 
him to be in charge of a grand opera per- 
formance. Exceptional concert director 
that he is, his full stature will first be re- 
vealed when he has opera forces under his 
baton.

Cervera’s Fleet of Commas,

Everybody at all 
versed knew that Spain had not a single 
boat able to cross to Boston and have coal 
enough left for a fight, not to speak of re- 
turning. Furthermore, the Geneva conven- 
tion protected Boston. Since 1859 no war- 
ship of a civilized nation has been allowed 
to or has bombarded an open hostile sea 
town. The French in 1870 had 150 warships 
to Germany's dozen or so, but not a shot fell 
on open sea towns; the same with Japan in 
1904. Russia could have bombarded Hako- 
date during the Port Arthur slege when the 
Viadivostok fleet made sorties, but nothing 
of the sort happened, C. M. 


Lincoln Error Corrected, 

Chicago, April 7.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—At the time of the Lincoln centennial a 
Chicago newspaper printed an interesting 
article relative to Abraham Lincoln's help in 
early book history, but made an error when 
stating that he was an agent for the first 
novel written by an Illinois woman, and that 
for once, at least, he peddled books.“ 

As my mother was the author, I happen 
to know the book’s early history. Mr. Lin- 
coln’s help at Springfield was wholly that of 
personal friendship for the author's brother, 
Maj. Samuel D. Marshall, his comrade in the 
Mexican war, and for old Mr. Marshall, an 
Illinois pioneer. As Mr. Lincoln's letter at 
the Chicago Historical society states that he 
took twenty-three copies of the book to one 
store, and twenty-four to another,’’ it was 
probably because he was in the habit of car- 
rying his law books on the streets of Spring- 
field, and two dozen copies of the little novel 
did not seem much of an ermful for him, 

The reason John Marshall Sr. of Shawnee- 
town, III., shipped à box of ffty books to Mr. 
Lincoln, asking Mm to place them on sale, 
and give a copy to each of the two news- 
papers, was because of an error in some 
newspapers of other states giving the credit 
to Indiana. The book was Illinois’ first novel 
by a woman, for it had been written before 
her marriage to an Indianlan, whose pride 
and devotion had put the publishing through, 
when women writers were scarce. H. H. H.

“although erratic weather has prevailed, 
faster trade exhibits a gratifying aggregate 
ip the leading retail lines, the absorption 
being exceptionally good in apparel, millin- 
ey, footwear, novelties, and household 
wares. High prices for some necessaries 
paye not obstructed the increasing pur- 
chasing power, and stocks of seasonable mer- 
ehandise undergo the normal reduction here 
and at interior points.

Predicts High Prices for Cereals; Ree- 
cord Price for Red Winter. 


Grain markets the world over were silent 
yesterday, Good Friday being observed as 
a holiday in all exchanges, 
were on the curb and there was no activity 
in any direction. The holiday was welcome 


as the strain the last two weeks has been 


to remain over Sunday. 

The talk on the cur 
dispesition to sell wheat for a turn at this 
level, although few bears were courageous 
enough to predict any marked decline at this 


furnish the bulls sufficient ammunition for 
the present. A good deal of comment was 
noted in regard to the recent buying of July 
and December. At the present discount the 
deferred months are regarded with favor, 
as, if crop damage does matérialize and the 
crop is short, the far off months will eventu- 
ally sell much higher, while the July has to 
a large extent discounted considerable 
damage. : 


Patten Accommodates May Shorts. 

The Patten crowd is still bullish on all 
months, but no secret is made of the selling 
of May, and it was the general impression 
that a good deal of July has been sold at 
$1.12 and over. Whether the outside trade 
will continue large enough to digest the 
heavy offerings is the chief concern of 
traders. If the public buying continues 
large there probably will be a scramble to 
reinstate lines by sold out longs who are 
still bullish on the outcome, 

Sales of No. 2 red winter wheat were made 
yesterday at the highest premium on the 
crop, a miller paying $1.38 for 5,000 bu or a 
premium. Small sales of hard winter were 
also reported. Quotations for hard winter 
at Chicago now range from Ne to 5c over 
May free on board. 


No Settlements in Wheat. 

James A. Patten yesterday reiterated his 
many previous denials that there had been 
any settlements made on May wheat outside 
of the pit, and stated that he was ready to 
take and pay for all the wheat delivered 
to him during May. Shorts who have not 
the wheat to deliver will have to buy in 
their lines in the pit. I am confident that 
wheat prices will reach still higher levels 
before a new crop.“ said Mr. Patten, and 
I do not expect to see any low priced wheat 
until the production again overtakes the 
increased consumption of the country. High 
prices for coarse grains are causing Farmers 
to devote more land to corn, oats, and bar- 
ley. This is especially the case in the north- 
west. i 

Several commission houses gave up Bart- 
lett-Patten on their sales of wheat Thurs- 
day and as a result many commission houses 
wired their clients to get off the long side. 


Weather conditions in the southwest are 


still a little unfavorable and warmer weather 
is much needed. However, the general tenor 
of crop advices was favorable. The pace 
set by the speculative markets has been a 
little too swift for foreign markets and ex- 
port bids are now a little out of line. 


Corn Traders Are Bearish. 

Corn traders as a rule are looking for a 
further setback in values, and commission 
houses generally are sending out bearish 
advices. The cash demand so far has been 
*igappoirting ouyers holding off in the be- 
Tr that the big country stocks will come on 
the market ‘sooner or later. Prospects are 
for an enormous area. All advices indicate 
that farmers are preparing to plant a much 
increased acreage, much land intended for 
winter wheat now being planted to other 
grains. Any improvement in the shipping 
demand, however, would make a big differ- 
ence in the May, as receipts are small. 

Bulls in May oats are making no efforts 
to elevate quotations and are letting the 
market take its own course. More or fess 
liquidation is expected by weak holders on 
any decline, while the local professionals 
are extremely bearish on the new crop 
months, 


CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, April 9—There were less than 
fifty fresh loads of cattle on thte market 
and it any of the leading packers had 
orders for good steers they saw the futility of try- 
ing to secure supplies and did not put in an appear- 
ance in the alleys, leaving the offerings to the 
shippers, who executed a few commissions at gen- 
erally unchanged prices. Holdings consisted 
largely of mediocre beeves which sold at from 
$5.00@6.85, while one small lot reached $6.

RESULT OF REHABILITATION 


Company Expects to Increase Earnings 
to $13,000,000 This Year. 


Figures covering the financial operations 


ot the Chicago Railways company in the 


year ended Jan. 31 were completed yester- 
day for presentation to the ctiy authorities. 
They show a fair increase in gross earnings 
over those of the preceding year, ‘but, as in 


the case of the City Railway company, there 


was a reductior. in the amount to be paid to 
the city as its 55 per cent of the net income. 

on of the $1,571,000 net 
for the last fiscal year was $864,200, or about 
$17,000 less than its share in the preceding 
year. This drop was insignificant, however, 
in comparison with the decrease in the city’s 


‘ghare of the net income of the City Railway. 


For the thirteen months ended Jan. 31 the 
City Railway paid to the ctiy only $564,468, 
as compared wtih $683,832 for the preceding 
eleven months. 

The decrease in the city’s proportion in both 
cases was due td increased expenditures for 
rehabilitation under the terms of the ordi- 
nance and the consequent increase in the 
valuation of the properties on which the com- 
panies are allowed to draw 5 per cent inter- 
est before the division with the city begins. 
The city purchase price, or the valuation 
of the Chicago Railways properties, on Jan. 
$1, 1900, was $39,007,352, as compared with 
$32,589,047 a year earlier. The company ex- 
pects to spend aboyt $12,000,000 in rehabilita- 
tion work in the current year, It also expects 
to increase its gross earnings to about $138,-
